Nazis Rushed to Beachhead 


Hungry Germans Victoria Sniper Scout Reports to His Sona ie

AT THE ANZIO-NETTUNO 
BEACHHEAD (AP) — Hitler, 
throwing everything at the Sth 
Army’s beachhead in a desperate 
attempt to give Germany a vic 
tory, is rushing In troops from 
everywhere available and putting 
them into the battle raging- here. 

Troops from northern Italy, 
southern France and Germany 
are being rushed into the fight- 
ing. 

Obviously, after an 18months’ 
diet of defeat, Hitler thinks ‘he 
has_the opportunity to hand the 
German people a dramatic “vie 
tory. ‘ 

He has called topnoteh pilots 
from other theatres in his bid to 
knockout the Allied threat..to 
Rome. He has massed armored 
strength unparalleled in this the- 
atre for an attempt to crash into 
the beachhead'’s defenders from 
the north, hoping to cut off the 
Allied forces from the sea, 


Nazis Lose Heavily 
On British Front 





ALGIERS (AP)—The Germans 
hive taunched a strong attempt 
to break through the Allied lines 
on the Anzio beachhead, striking 
at six points along the Anglo- 
American defence perimeter, 
Allied headquarters here an- 
nounced today. 

Meanwhile, on the main 5th 
Army front, violent street fight- 
ing continued in Cassino, 

The fiercest of the beachhead 
attacks came in the area north 
and west of Carroceto (Aprilia), 
where heavy fighting continued 
as British forces sought to stem 
the enemy plunges. 

Three of the enemy thrusts 
were directed against U.S, posi- 
tions west of Cisterna, but they 
were beaten back and some 
ground was recaptured, 

(Homer Bigart, New York 
Herald ‘Tribune correspondent 
representing. the combined U.S. 
press, in a dispatch dated Wed- 
nesday night, said the situation 
was a “little less grim” for the 
Allied troops because of heavy 
casualties inflicted by British 
troons on the Germans. 

(The Germans had gained such 
superiority in numbers, however, 


Hthat “even the annihilation-of-a 


German ~ battalion meant only 
momentary relief,” he said. Brit- 
ish artillery.crews have had no. 
rest for 36 hours, he added.) 


| Beachhead Positions 
| Still Defensive 


An Allied headquarters spokes- 
man said the position of the 
beachhead as a whole was a de- 
fensive one at present, with the 
Germans probing the perimeter 
from the northern coastal area 
to its southern extremity. 

Allied air forces struck heavily 
at German gun positions, com 
munications and other targets 
just in front of the beachhead 
line, but these apparently did not 
prevent the Germans fromebuild- 


jing up their strength. The vio- 
Hienee ofthe German artilicry fire 


was increasing and the pressure 
of the German attacks was 
mounting. 

The fighting at Cassino was 
going through its seventh fiery 
day with no rest for either side, 

Under a grim canopy of smoke 
and dust from mortar and artil- 
lery fire, the Germans clung to 
the greater part of the town, fol 
low'ng to the letter their orders 
to resist to the bitter end. 

Northwest of the town U.S, 
troops slowly approached the 
crest of Mount Cassino after hav- 
ing reached a point at one time 
within 75 yards of the ancient 
monastery at the peak,

Canada 
does not believe that international organ- 
izations should be solely in the hands of the 
great powers or that they should necessarily 
always include all countries, Canada wishes 
to be represented on all international bodies 
having to do with subjects in which she 
has a major interest, and she believes that 
other countries have the same right. 

6. Because their general interests and 
traditions are fundamentally the same, Can- 
ada adopts her policies to harmonize with 
the other members. of the British Com- 
monwealth. 

7. Because her security, her prosperity 
and her way of life are so closely tied up 
with those of the United States, Canada 
must maintain friendly and harmonious re- 
lations with that country.

The sum will also cover cer- 
tain equipment and supplies, 
Trustee F. G, Mulliner, chairman 
of the education committee, re- 
ported.
